The reference Leonowich (US #6,195,004 B1). in view of either or both of Hirohama (US #5.797.125). Hilpert, Jr. etal. (US 
#6.404.442 B1) are sufficient to render the rejected claims obvious under 35 USC 103. Leonowich specifically applies priority to 
a group of messages as might be received by the system over time, since those that produce the EARCON have higher priority 
than those that do not. Both messages and auditory icons are handled by Leonowich. Hirohama then supplements Leonowich. 
in that user context can form the basis of messages that are output by a mobile terminal device. The combined system would 
better conform to the user's needs, a motivation that is made clear in both of the references. Then, the visual/auditory coupling 
of Hilpert is enough to suggest that the Leonowich EARCON become associated with a visual indication on a display screen- 
Please note that a mobile terminal is disclosed bv Leonowich. and one that would benefit from the use of corresponding visual 
indicators as per Hilpert. ~
